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HALF-BREED SCRIP. 

Father Lacombe requests us to pub- 
lish the following letter which he 
publisked in the Free Press of Oct. Ist. 

Sir,—Would you kindly permit me 
space in your paper to bring to the at- 
tention of the government and the 
people of Canada an attempt to defraud 
the half-breed children of this country, 
and to defeat the ends of justice which, 
no doubt, would actuate the govern- 
ment, should it decide upon a new 
issue to the children of half-breeds 
born between 1870 and 1885. 


The history of past frauds perpetra- 
ted upon this people by the speculative 
and unscrupulous white man, in ob- 
taining from them their scrip for a 
mere song, seems to have emboldened 
him to go much furtherin this direc- 
tion. The men who~engage in this 
nefarious business know, and seem to 
appreciate and profit by the unsuspi- 
cious character of the half-breed, to 
rob him of his heritage. The law of 
the land would not perniit a man to 
retain property taken from a minor; 
but it fallows sharks to use legal de- 
vices io vb unwary people of their 
property. No sooner did it become 
known that the government of Canada 
contemplated issuing scrip to the half- 
breeds, than the sharks set to svork 
to devise safe means to rob them. 


Allow me to unfold to your readers 
the proof. Ihave before mea docu- 
ment which purports to be and is in- 
tended for a “power of attorney.” 
This document is one of over a thou- 
sand simiiar ones innocently given by 
half-breeds to those speculative white 
men. I enclose to you, Mr. Editor, 
for examination and publication. You 
will see at a glance that it bears upon 
its face undoubted evidence of fraud 
and deception. It is given to some 
unknown, because unnamed,- person. 
Although signed, dated and _ witnessed, 
the, name of the person to whom it 
is given is carefully omitted. The 
half-breed who signed this document 
was unable to read it, because *“his X 
mark” is attached to it. Under what 
misrepresen‘ations it was obtained from 
him the document, in its present un- 
finished condition. implies. All that 
is necessary for the holder of this docu- 
ment to do to obtain full and legal pos- 
session of this dupe’s;" property is to fill 
in his own, or his agent’s name, in the 
proper blank space allotted therefor, I 
am credibly informed that these 
“powers of attorney” were obtained 
from the half-breeds for a trifle, with 
the promise of more later on. The 
parties obtaining them warn the giver 
not to let “ anyfof the priests kaow any- 
thing about it because if they did, the 
priests would stopZit,"and they (the 
half-breeds) would get nothing.” These 
men know that the priests are the 
friends of the half-breeds, and that 
they would protect them from the white 
vultures to the best of their ability and 
power ; hence their solicitude that the 
priests be kept in the dark. Are there 
no means known to law and justice, 
Mr. Editor, in the issuing of scrip, 
whereby it could be made impossible 
for those unprincipled}‘wolves to rob 
the confiding and innocent _ half. 
breeds of their property? They are 
children in very fact, and as such 
should be protected and cared for by 
the government. To us who love them 
and would give our lives for them, it is 
a great source of regret and pain to see 
them despoiled of their goods, 


I sincerely hope, Mr. Editor, that 
the government of Canada, who I be- 
lieve are actuated by the friendliest 
sentiments of justice towards the half- 
breeds, will provide some means to pro- 
tect them from the dishonesty and 
cupidity .of scrip manipulators and 
speculators, Thanking you for the 
space required for this letter, and the 
accompanying “ power of attorney.” I

PARLIAMENTARY. 


Ottawa, Oct. 2.—The second batch 
of supplementary estimates was up for 
consideration before the house to- 
day. 

Hon. W. S. Fielding announced that 
the expenses of the present session 
were less than usual, and in conse- 
quence a much smaller amount would 
be required for next session. 

A sum was provided for by statute 
ia connection with the yoie of $15,- 
000 to provide for the establishment 
and maintenance of creameries in the 
Northwest Territories. Hon. 
Fisher said it was to support the 
creameries already started and estab- 
lish new factories run by the gosern- 
ment for a few years. In addition to 
the usual charge for maintaining, the 
government would charge the farmers 
one cent per pound extra on butter to 


| go into a sinking fund which would 


enable them to own the machinery. The 
other item: of $35,000, to make advances 
for milk and cream in the Territories; 
to be recouped from the proceeds of the 
sale of butter, passed without dis- 
cussion. 

There was no opposition to the vote 
of $20,000 for the cold storage scheme, 
Mr. Fisher making an explanation that 
this sum would be required between 
now and July next. The plan is to 
arrange warehouses at ports of shipment, 
and cold storage in connection with the 
steamship service. Assistance will be 


'given all creameries undertaking to 


establish proper cold storage facilities. 
Of the 400 factories in Canada Mr. 
Fisher thought 200 will take advantage 
of this offer within a year. -It wag his 
belief that a proportion of the money 
would be used in advertising the land 
and assisting the first experimental 
shipment. Mr. Fisher believed the 
whole cold storage system from pro- 
ducer in Canada to consumer in Eng- 
land, can be placed on a paying basis in 
three years. 

The bill to$ amend the Northwest 
Territories act by dispensing with the 
preparations of new voter’s lists in cer- 
tain cases (Solicitor-general Fitzpatrick) 
was read a third time. 

The supplementary estimates were 
concluded at the evening session, which 
continued until after midnight. 

Hon. L. H. Davies, minister of mar- 
ine and fisheries, explained the vote of 
$5,000 for Hudson’s Bay expenditure 
He said this sum would not more than 
cover the expenses of preliminary 
arrangements to take place this winter. 
He had not looked into any particular 
scheme, but was determined the ex- 
pedition should settle seyond perad- 
venture the question of the navigability 
of Hudson’s Bay and strait. He ex- 
pected the imperial government would 
grant assistance in the way of loaning 
Canada vessels. 


MORE: RAILWAY SCHEMES. 


Vancouver World: The following 
is from the Spokane Chronicle of the 
2nd ult., and will, no doubt, prove of 
much interest: Rumors of a gigantic 
railroad deal that has for its object the 
building of a road into the Boundary 
country whereby an outlet would be 
had for that vast mineral belt lying 
aceross the Canadian border in British 
Columbia, have been occasioned by the 
recent trip into that section of Presid- 
ent Winter and other high officials of 
the Northern Pacific, together with a 
prominent representative of the great 
Deutsche bank of Berlin, one of the 
largest financial institutions in the 
world. That the distinguished party’s 
departure from its course of making 
a general tour of inspection of the road 
by going north after reaching Spokane 
was not simply for the purpose of 
pleasure and sight-seeing is generally 
conceded by everyone whois at all 
posted on railroad matters. ‘“ What 
then ?” is the query put as to the objects 
of the party in making the trip up 
north through the great Boundary 
country. The answer comes that it 
means th: building of a railroad which 
is to furnish the much needed trans- 
portation of th? products of the British 
Columbia mines to some common point, 
say to Spokane or the Sound. No

state of Washington, including as it 
does tke northern half of the Colville 
reservation, all of which taken together 
easily claims the distiaction of being 
the greatest mining district in the en- 
tire world. ‘hat the advantages offer- 
ed have been recognized is shown in 
the fact that no less than ffve different 
projects are under consideration for the 
construction of a railroad to tap this 
vast area of country pow without trans- 
portation. The Canadian Pacitic has 
already several preliminary surveys 
into that section and is only delaying 
construction of a road awaiting its ac- 
zustomed subsidy and land grant from 
the Canadian government. Then there 
is the Vancouver syndicate which has 
already been offered a land grant of 20,- 
000 acres and subsidy of $3,500 per 
mile, together with a large subsidy for a 
bridge across the Fraser river at New 
Westminster to build a road from Vaz- 
couver into the Boundary country 
which must be completed in two years 
to hold the grant and _ subsidies. 
August Heinze has also just returned 
from Eu:ope, where he went to raise 
the necessary money for the building 
of a road into the same section. Then 
there is the.Spokane & Northern al- 
ready reaching out for the traffic of that 
section, and lastly, perhaps, the most 
feasible of all of these projects, is the 
contemplated consolidation of the 
Seattle & Eastern and Central Wash- 
ington reads, which has for its object 
the joining of the two roads in a route 
across the state and the extension of 
the road through the Okanagan coun- 
try and into the promised land across 
the boundary. That the present visit 
to the north by President Winter’s 
party is connected with the carrying 
out of one of the projects is looked up- 
on as reasonably certain by those who 
are in a position to guess pretty closely 
as to the movemerts in the railroad 
world. Speculation is rife as to 
whether it means a gigantic combine 
of the Canadian Pacific for the control 
of the rich territory, or the taking up 
of one of the other projects by the 
Northern Pacific backed by the Deu- 
tsche bank. Heinze is willing to sell 
out his interests, and while President 
Corbin of the Spokane & Northern has 
a good thing in his road, still he would 
part with it if he was offered his 
figures. The Vancouver syndicate 
must complete its projects in two 
years.

There are other interests to be protect- 
ed which call for the presence of police 
here.

MANAWAWN CORRESPONDENCE. 


The residents of this locality have. 
reason to remember Sept. 23rd, on ac- 
count of the terrific fire which occurred 
on that day. The past seascn has been 
one of the most favorable for the 
crowth of vegetation that we have seen 
for several years, and when the dry 
season set in there was abundant mater- 
jal to feed the flames. The morning 
of Sept. 23rd, was mild with a slight 
southerly breeze blowing, which became 
a strong wind by noon. By two o’clock 

wind had changed round to the 
north, where a prairie fire had been 
noticed, and the previous evening a 
number of settlers met ard arranged to 


plough a break from Egg Lake east- 


ward until it was considered safe. Un- 
fortunately this work took them away 
from their homes, and an old _ fire 


which had been smouldering in rotten 
wood burst out and ran furiously — to- 
wards the settlement. Nothing could 
top it, as driven by a strong wind, it 
rushed forward, burning everything in 
its course. The hay suffered most. 
The first to be reached was thirty tons 
belonging to E. P. Newall, then it de- 
stroyed the out-buildings of S. Stinson 
and some hey ; R. Stewart’s stable and 
tons of hay were next destroyed. 
Passing on it seized on the stables of 
Hughson Bros. «connected with their 
cheese factory, and 32 tons of hay. Had 
urred two hours later their cows 

i have been stabled and nothing 
ld have saved them. As it was one 
burned, together with some 
ess. Their total loss is probably 
The fire then spread out and 
passed eastward down the Vermillion 
gully, destroying 200 loads of hay for 
Mr. Newall, and 35 tons for L. John- 
All the bluffs and. fences in tue 

track of the fire were destroyed if none 
at hand to save them. The grain 

was too green to burn, consequently 
very little of it was lost. Mr. Bolan 
had about three acres of wheat partial- 
ly destroyed. The origin of the fire is 
unknown, but it is generally supposed 
hat someone had been burning round 
their stacks and allowed the fire to 
escape, or that some smoker had allow- 
ed fire to fall from his pipe. Early on 
Sunday morning another fire was 
noticed at the narrows between Egg 
Lake and Rush lake. A number of 
settlers gathered at once and found they 
had another difficult task before them. 
F. Bibbee had 300 tons of hay in the 
track of the fire and by strenuous efforts 
was saved except about 80 tons. 
This fire is supposed to have been 
stated by a smouldering camp fire. 
Several such fires have been set this 
fall and <he settlers think it is only just 
then: that careless campers should 

be dealt with according to the law. 
(Genuine sportsmen are welcomed here, 
but these careless people who are most- 
amateurs should be looked after, as 
these fires jeopardise the settlers stock, 
and destroy the results of their summer’s 
work, Altogether about 500 tons of 
hay have been burnt by the careless- 
ness of people who visited this district,

FIRE ! 


A fire broke out between one and twe 
o’clock Saturday morning at the grain ware- 
house owned by T. W. Lines on Jasper 
avenue. The alarm was sounded at the fire 
hall about two o’closk by S. McNeil, who 
had noticed the flames from the window of 
his room. The hose men ran the reel down 
to the tank at the Hudson’s Bay store, and 
by the time the engine arrived, by one of 
Kelly’s teams, the whole building was in 
flames. The engine proved to be as perfect 
as could possibly be desired. Inside of fif- 
teen minutes aiter the water commenced to 
play on the burning building, the flames 
were put out, and confined to the space 
underneath the joists. The walls, however, 
all fell in except a portion of the front. the 
flames having consumed the whole in less 
thanan hour. E. F. Slocock, who occupied 
the room attached to the warehouse, was 
aroused by the noise made by R. K. 
Stewart’s horse which was in the stable at 
the back of the building, but the thumping 
ceased as soon as Mr. Slocock got up. He 
saved the whole of his furniture including 
the stove. He had just fixed everything 
comfortably for the winter. He forgot his 
watch which he had placed under his pillow 
over night, and he found it afterwards on 
the sidewalk uninjured. Stewart’s valuable 
horse was vafortunately burned, as weil as 
his harness, some sixty bushels of feed oats 
and a cutter. There was no grain in the 
warehouse at the time. The origin of the 
fire is unknown. It is supposed to have 
started somewhere in the rear of the 
prmises, but Mr. Stewart put his horse in 
at 6.30 the previous evening and left every- 
thing safe then. He did not return, till 
roused by the alarm. Another horse which 
was standing in the bluff near was taken 
away about 10 o’clock and no fire was notic- 
ed then, and some people passed af mid- 
night and noticed no appearance of fire. 
The insurance expired en the 6th, last Tues- 
day, when Mr. Lines was away. The agent 
St. Geo. Jellett advised Mr. Lines’ agent of 
its expiring on Tuesday, and again on the 
8th, and Friday he again telephoned. At 
6 o'clock Friday evening Mr. Lines telephon- 
ed Mr. Jellett to renew the insurance and 
promised to bring the eheque over Saturday 
morning, but by that time the building was 
destroyed. We cannot speak too highly of 
the manner in which the fire brigade per- 
formed their work. They were promptly on 
the spot and every man worked his utmost 
to get and keep the fire under. Fortunate- 
no wind was blowing or other buildings 
would have been burned.

HON. CLU?FORT! SIFTON. 


Hon. Clifford Sifton was born on Novem- 
ber 10, 1861, in London township, Middle- 
sex county, Ontario. His parents, who are 
still living, are John W. Sifton, formerly 
speaker of the legislature of Manitoba and 
Kate Sifton, nee Miss Watkins. He was 
educated at the London High school and 
Victoria university, Cobourg, where he took 
honors and the gold medal. He afterwards 
studied law with Hon. S. C. Biggs, in Win- 
nipeg. On being called to the bar he re- 
moved to Brandon, where he practicéd, with 
great success, buiiding up an extensive legal 
connection. He stands high in the estimat- 
ion of his brethren at the bar as an able and 
conscientions lawery. He never took any 
part in municipal matters except in the 
manner of being soliciter for the city of 
Brandon, and for the western judicial board. 
He was elected to the provincial legislature 
in 1888 as member for North Brandon, and 
was appointed attorney general im 1891.
